Dear Henry, 

In the course of going over records to prepare an affidavit for my Freedom of Information 
suit for the results of the scientific tests in the JFK case I have como accross that I 
had forgotten, that Alan Sweatt personally inspected the spot on the curbing where the 
missed shot is said to have hit. 

From this am I am more inclined to believe that in either the sheriff* s records of 
those of his own he has some kind of re/port, picture or record that could be helpful, 

(If I can do no more I do want to leave an available official record other than exists 
and a court record can bo that.) 

At least Buddy Walthers was with him. This was 11/2 3/63. I suspeot he had Buddy 
take him there. I was not in Dallas long enough to locate his widow. X do understand 
Alan's son has returned to Dallas. 

In addition to the homicide detective wlio was interviewing Jim Tague when Oswald 
was brought in there might be a report by Patrolman L.L.Hill, who put the report of the 
ague wounding on the police radio, saying it was possibly from a ric/ochet. I think an- 
other policeman nemo Foster also was there, besides Walthers. 

These may be guides in locating the reports. x presume they involve no secrecy and 
were provided to the Warren Commission in whose files they cannot be found. The newest 
case of this is the absence of a letter Barofott Sanders had Martha Joe Strou/d vrite 
Rankin about this curbstone spot that was being ignored by the FBI. I have a July 5 
record ref erring to it but as late as my last mail the Archives olaims not to* have it. 

Tom Dillard had nudged Sanders about it. Aid the negative Muiard loaned the FBI has not 
bear returned to him. There is much of this. It goes back to the beginning, when the 
FBI stayed away from Tague until he phoned them after reading a news story. In May 1964 
Tague took home movies to show his p rents. He thought nobody knew about it only to be 
questioned about them by Idebeler, who even thought he had a frame from it. I got the 
original typescript to be sure none of this had been altered. Then Tague* s movie just 
disappeared - somewhat close to the time I filed this suit in which it is relevant. 

For whatever it is worth to you I am evan more certain that someone patched that 
curb. From the Tague 7/64 testimony it was prior to then. The only alternative is that 
Shaneyfelt dug up the wrong piece. His measurements would seem to eliminate tliat. 

Liebeler asked Tague if he found that mark when ho returned to take the pictures. 

Tague did not. 

Tj^e government has just filed a motion to dismiss. We have an antagonistic judge 
who is a virtual Bureau adjunct. We'll be asking for an extension of time but there 
is not much time if you can help. 

Eaoh time I'm there, which is not as often as I'd like, I observe you doing what 
I wish more prosecutors would do, work// things out. where possible without prosecution. 

This was the case of the woman robbed by the daughter she did not want to prosecute.
